Read  the  description  of  the  Lot 
you  are  interested  in  very  care- 
fully. This  is  important  as  many 
collectors  bid  on  naterial  which 
is  not  satisfactory  for  their  col- 
lection, due  to  no  fault  of  the 
cataloguer  but  because  they  did 
not  read  the  description  thorougbLy. 
Then,  make  your  bid  according  to 
what  you  feel  the  coin  is  worth  to 
you. 

Bear  in  Bind  that  auction  pur- 
chases are  entirely  different  from 
approval  service.  When  you  are  the 
successful  or  high  bidder,  you  must 
definitely  keep  and  pay  for  the  Lot 
unless  it  has  been  nisrepreBented. 

I have  used  a ByBtem  in  bidding 
at  Sales,  both  as  a collector  and 
a dealer,  which  I find  quite  satis- 
factory. On  items  which  I an  par- 
ticularly interested  in,  I bid  higt^ 
usually  full  market  value.  Then 
there  are  usually  coins  that  you 
need  but  which  are  generally  avail- 
able, so  there  iva  chance  to  save 
ten  to  twenty  percent.  So  - bid 
accordingly.  Then,  I generally  try 
to  pick  up  a few  bargains,  bidding 
sixty  to  seventy-fire  percent  of 
retail  value  on  items  which  I want 
as  an  investment  er  far  resale.' 

Another  equally  important  thing 
in  bidding  at  auction  or  buying 
direct  by  mail,  is  to  know  the 
ability,  the  integrity,  and  the 
financial  responsibility  of  the 
person  with  whem  you  are  dealing.

"BRITANNIA"  ON  BRITAIN'S  C0IM3 
COPXg)-  FROM  RPHAft 

The  coins  of  Trajan  (a  Roman 
Snporer  of  98-118  A.D.  who  was  an 
fiaplre  builder  of  no  mean  order) 
for  Britain,  part  of  that  Great 
Roman  finpire  of  his  day,  are  of 
special  interest.  On  the  reverse 
side  of  one  of  his  coins  Britannia 
is  seated,  a spear  in  her  hand, 
her  foot  upon  a rock,  a spiked 
shield  or  buckler  at  her  side,  and 
in  exergue  the  inscription 
"Britannia." 

It  was  from  such  a coin,  telling 
of  the  Roman  victories  in  Britain, 
that  the  English  derived  the  em- 
blem commonly  shown  on  the  reverse 
of  British  coins.  To  the  ancient 
Romans  it  told  of  a nation  subdued, 
of  another  colony  added  to  the 
Great  Roman  Bnpire,  continually  ex- 
panding under  one  Snperor  after 
another. 

To  the  Britisher  of  today,  the 
emblem  calls  to  mind  the  familiar 
stirring  song  telling  us  that 
"Britannia  Rules  the  Waves,"  and 
that  her  people  will  never  bow 
in  slavery  to  another  conqueror. 

THE  LITTLE  OLD  LADY  OF 
THREADNE1DLE  STREET 

Before  the  establishment  of  banks, 
Eiglish  merchants  used  to  take  their 
money  home  at  night  if  they  did  not 
deposit  it  with  the  goldsmiths  or 
at  the  mint  in  the  Tower  of  London, 
a popular  depositary.  The  latter 
place  of  grim  memory  was  not  so  pop- 
ular as  a depositary  after  161*0 
when  Charles  I seized  120,000 
pounds  which.had  been  deposited  by 
London  merchants. 

Modern  banking  was  introduced  into 
England  from  Holland  in  the  seven- 
teenth century,  and  by  the  time  of 
Oliver  Cromwell,  1653-8,  the  banks 
had  become  strong  enough  to  furnish 
him  with  money  in  advance  on  reve- 
nues. 

The  Bank  of  England, considered 
the  prototype  of  all  modern  banks, 
first  chartered  in  I69I*,  was  started 
by  William  Patterson,  a Scotsman. 

Its  primary  purpose  was  to  raise 
money  for  the  use  of  the  government, 
and  its  principal  business  at  first 
was  the  purchase  and  sale  of  bills 
of  exchange.  Instead  of  giving  coiq 
for  the  bills  it  discounted,  the 
bank  gave  out  its' own  notes. 

That  was  the  origin  of  circulating 
bank  notes  for  which  "The  Little 
Old  Lady  of  Ihroadneedle  Street, " 
has  been  so  well  known  ever  since. 

Soon  private  banks  began  to  be 
established  in  England.  The  Bank 
of  Scotland  was  founded  in  1695,  an<^ 
the  Royal  Bank  of  Scotland  in  1727> 
but  none  so  famous  as  the  Bank  of 
England  on  Threadneedle  Street  in 
the  city  of  London.  - Pelbe

THE  HUGUEN0T-WALL00N 
COMMEMORATIVE  HALF  DOLLAR 

This  was  issued  in  February, l925> 
and  commemorates  the  founding  of 
New  Netherland  (now  the  state  of  Nevr 
York)  by  the  settling  of  a colony  | 
of  Walloons,  French  and  Belgium 
Huguenots  on  the  banks  of  the  Hudson 
River  in  l62li  by  the  Dutch  West 
Indies  Company.  Walloons  is  the 
collective  name  of  the  inhabitants 
of  south-eastern  division  of 
Belgium.  Huguenots  is  a name  for- 
merly given  to  the  Protestants  in 
France  and  Belgium. 

To  commemorate  the  300th  anniver- 
sary of  this  permanent  settlement, 
an  issue  of  half  dollars  was  de- 
signed by  George  T.  Morgan  and  au- 
thorized byCbngress.

From  the  collector’s  point  of 
view,  this  coin  is  the  equal  of  any 
of  the  commemorative  coins.  One 
objection  that  might  be  made  against 
it  is  the  similarity  of  the  reverse 
to  the  Pilgrim  Half  Dollar.  The 
coin  was  issued  by  the  Huguenot- 
Walloon  New  Netherland  Commission 
with  headquarters  in  New  York  City, 
whose  director  was  an  A.N.A.  member, 
and  with  Mr.  Moritz  Wormser,  then 
president  of  the  A.N.A.,  acting  in 
an  advisory  capacity,  made  it  the 
first  instance, we  b elieve,  where 
the  coin- fraternity  has  been  con- 
sulted in  the  issue  of  a commemora- 
tive half  dollar. 

The  A.N.A.  members,  looking  only 
at  the  coin  features  of  the  new 
issue,  forgot  their  history  or  else 
thought  no  one  would  recall  it.  Not 
so  the  public  press  which  severely 
criticized  the  use  of  those  profiles 
on  the  coin. 

Admiral  Coligny  was  killed  in  the 
massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew  on 
August  2h}  1572,  and  William  the 
Silent,  whose  fourth  wife  was  the 
daughter  of  Coligny,  was  also  slain 
June  10,  158U,  forty  years  before 
the  settlement  now  commemorated. 
Neither  of  these  men  had  anything 
to  do  with  the  founding  of  New 
Netherland.  Then  why  should  they 
be  perpetuated  on  an  American  coin? 

Dr.  Zworlein  of  Rochester  answered 
that  question  in  an  address  de- 
livered in  the  Church  of  the  Sacred- 
Heart  on  March  17,  192b.  He  said, 
"Minting  this  Huguenot  coin  was  a 
shameful  abuse  of  United  States  cur- 
rency. New  Netherland  was  a Dutch 
colony,  even  though  the  first 
colonists  sent  out  on  the  ship, Nieuw 
Nederlandt,  thirty  families,  were 
mostly  Walloons,  comprising  also  a 
few  Huguenots.  The  Dutch,  therefore, 
are  the  ones  who  should  have  been 
honored  by  the  coin,  but  the 
Dutchman,  William  the  Silent,  is 
made  to  play  second  fiddle  to  the 
Frenchman,  the  Huguenot  Coligny. 

"Traditional  Calvinist  lore  re- 
presents Admiral  Coligny  and 
William  the  Silent  as  martyrs  in  the 
fight  for  religious  liberty,  but 
scientific  history  brands  this  view 
of  these  men  as  untrue  and  in  fla- 
grant contradiction  with  historical 
evidence.

CUAUHTEMOC 


The  last  of  the  Aztec  emperors  is 
not  aB  well  known  as  his  Uncle, 
Mootezuma,  yet  the  young  chieftain 
possessed  many  finer  qualities  than 
his  uncle. 

It  is  believed  that  Cuauhtemoc, 
to  use  the  most  common  spelling, 
was  born  in  11*96  or  ll*97.  His 
mother  was  Tlilalcapatl,  whose 
mother  was  Cihuacdatl.  Cuauhtemoc ’d 
father  was  Axayacatl,  and  Moctezuma 
Xocoyotzin  his  uncle. 

At  the  time  of  the  conquest  by  tb» 
Spaniards,  Cuauhtemoc  (Descending 
eagle,  in  the  Nahuatl  language)  was 
the  Tecutli  of  Tlaltelotco.  He  was 
married  to  one  of  Moctezuma’ s 
daughters.  When  the  Spaniards 
arrived,  Cuauhtemoc  led  thousands 
of  Indians  in  the  struggle  against 
the  white  invaders.  When  Moc- 
tezuma died,  Snperor  Cuitlahuac 
succeeded  as  the  Aztec  leader,  but 
soon  died  of  smallpox.  Cuauhtdmoc, 
at  about  twenty-three  years  of  age, 
took  over  as  the  eleventh  and  last 
of  the  Aztec  Snperors. 

He  led  his  people  in  the  defenses 
of  Tenochitlan  (Mexico  City)  for 
three  months.  On  August  13,  1521, 
Captain  Garcia  Holguin  sighted  an 
Indian  canoe  and  prepared  to  fire 
on  it.  However,  since  it  contained 
the  royal  family,  surrender  was  made* 
Cuauhtemoc  gave  his  dagger  to 
Cortez  and  begged  to  be  killed  with 
it,  for  he  felt  that  an  honorable 
death  was  better  than  surrender. 

The  feet  of  Cuauhtemoc  werebumed 
in  an  effort  to  make  him  reveal  to 
the  Spaniards  the  location  of  his 
people's  treasure.  He  is  reported 
to  have  said,  as  his  feet  were  burn* 
ing,  that  he  wasn’t  lying  on  a bed 
of  roses.  This  could  be  one  of 
history's  famous  understatements. 

Early  in  l525>  Cuauhtemoc  and 
some  lesser  chiefs  were  taken  as 
hostages  on  a trip  to  Honduras.  He 
and  others  were  accused  of  pitting 
to  kill  the  Spaniards.  Cortes 
ordered  Cuauhtemoc  and  his  cousin, 
the  lord  of  Tacuba,  hanged.  This 
occurred  on  February  25,  1525.  His 
last  words  were  that  he  was  dying 
because  of  an  unjust  aocuBation. 

The  chronicler  relates  that  most  of 
the  Spaniards  also  felt  his  death 
very  unjust. 

Mexico  paid  tribute  to  Cuauhtemoc 
in  19l*7  and  191*8  by  placing  his 
portrait  on  the  5-peso  silver  coin.
